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The Black Rock is a wonderful ravine, close to Novar, 
which is one of the most famous view spots in Ross-shire. 
The River Glass here runs, or rather rushes, through a deep 
and beautiful gorge, the steep sides of which are covered 
with moss, fern and trees. The gorge is so narrow that the 
foliage frequently interlaces across the stream. 
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
